Burdén to all that are under them, confider 
themfelves rather as Gmardians, Deliverers, Benefactors, 
and Tuelary Beings, than as Lords and Governors ; and 
the more they look ou the publick Bufinefs as a Toil, 
the more ready, one would think, fhould thofe. beneath 
them be, to make it eafy and pleafant to them. It 
is rank Spite and Ingratitude to Complain and Murmur 
without Caufe, only to fhew that the Lenity of our 
Superiors permits Men to do it freely. 1 know the 
eneral Accufation is, that the Mini/fry aye tardy and 
Sion that they Deliberate too much, take leafure!y 
Steps, and ufe more Delay and Procraftination than is 
fafe and needful, efpecially where they have fo vigo- 
rous and enterprizing an Enemy to deal with. We lo: k 
altogether through the wrong End of the Per/pective, 
and fee only what is before us, which perhaps may ap- 
pear at too great a diftance; without refleSing on pait 
Objeéts, and the Wonders that are behind,-whtich can 
never be magnify d to their juit Proportion. Rome 
was not built, nor can Woeiegi/m be pulled down, inva 
Day. Hercules himfelf mutt have been tired, had the 
Labours of his Lite been reduc’d to a narrower Com- 
pafs of Years; and the Hero been oblig’d to Tame a 
Monjier a Week, At is much eafier to Ruin, thin Re- 
pair ; and the Whigs are not fufpected for want of Cou- 
rage, Vigour, and Adivity: Why then fhould we 
expect, that our Happinefs fhould be perfected in 
Three Years, when they were not able to finifhour De- 
ftruction and Overthrow in Three and Tuenty? It is 
enough, that the greateft Difficulties are remov’d, and 
that the publick Affairs go forward. Both the Sword 
and Buckler of Great Britain have been employ'd in re- 
ducing a turbulent implacable Faétion, whofe Forces 
are many and formidable ; and, as Boffus fays in the 
Play, We mujft be plain with the Whigs; we cannot jight 
above three Combats 4 Day. But waving all general 
Grievances, I thal] now mention a few Particulars, in 
which I think fome of the Tories misbehave rhemt{elves 
towards the Prefent Minifiry; and however they may 
ftill boaft of the Soundnefs of theis Principles, it will 
hat thy thac at leaft their Paffions ought to be Regu- 
ated.

fo not being look'd on as the heft Friends, think they 
are oblig'd to aét as declar'd Enemies: And becaufe 
the Whigs were for them out of y they would refine 
upon the Compliment, and be for them out of Prin- 
ciple. Such weak Creatures need not he told, that in: 
ftead of being Confiderable in either Party, they ae 
the Jeft of Both ; and that alJ Endeavours to Reclaim 
them proceed fiom entire Love and Gaod-will, fince 
no Body believes, that they can ever be in a way either

There are other Tories, who coming into the Places

depends very much upon certain Perquifites and Prece- 
dents of Corruption, wh'ch their Predeceffors intro- 
duc'd, are apt to think themfelves ill-us’d, and not fo 
well requited by their Friends, asthe Whigs were, when- 
ever the Miniffry go about to enquire into, to Detect 
and Punifh thefe Abufes, and to reftrain ghem in an 


~wnderhand Trade with the Publick Monies. But thefe 


Wretches cannot fhew their Refentment and Difguft 
to the Mini/?ry, without proclaiming their ftrist Honour 
aid Jeftice at the fame time. They ought to know, that 
the bare Name of Tory is no ‘for the common 
Praétices of the Whigs; that fo far as they are guilty. of 
this Charge, they have Apoftatiz’d already, and that it 
is upon many Accounts unfafe to. humour them ; fince 
true Avarice feldom pufhes a Pique to the Lofs of a cer- 
tain Gain in purfuir of an Uncertain, and they can 
never be truly Valuable, whom any Faction can win over 
ar a reafonable Rate, and whenever it’ is worth their 
while to have Sefuples, may fo eafily finith their Con- 
verfion. , 

It may be one may find a Third Sort of Tories, who 
are not ‘pleas d with the Rank and Station they bear in 
the Government: Whofe Bill of Services rons high, 
efpecially when it is of their own Drawing. They 
would fain Jufile fome powerful Rival, would Nofe fome 
great Man above them, or execute a Grudge upon 
fome old Enemy, now plac’d beneath them. They are 
afraid their Judgment is Undervalu’d, their Schemes 
thrown by with Neglect: They are not thought Wor- 
thy: They are not admitted into as much of the Secret 


as falls to their Share; and therefore they flounce abour, ° 


and grow uneafy ; refolving to make a Merit of the 
Power to do Mifchiet, and fince they cannot get higher 
themfelves, to put all about them in Confufion. Such 
Hoifpurs fhould be told, that no Man is the proper 
Judge of his own Fretenfions ; that Order, Difcipline, 
and Aceping of Ranks, are as neceflary in a Stare, as an 
Aarmy ; and that he, who will either chufe his own 
Post or Defert, Merits fomewhat a feverer Treatment 
than Cafbiering ; that Envy, Malice, and unlimited 
Ambition, whatever Lengths they may run in a calm, 
ferene World, ate arrant Folly and Madnefs, amidft 
the Confufion and Srruggle of Parties, and that it be- 
comes every one to be better guarded, where there is 
an inveterate daring Enemy teady to break in ar every 
weak Side, and carry off the Prize; to the Mortifica- 
tion of thofe unpitty’d Wretches, who could not di- 
vide it without Quarreling. 


Other Tories there are, who cannot be content to 


enjoy the Bleflings of the prefent Adminiftration, in 
common with the reft of their Fellow Subjeéts ; to have 
their Liberty reftor’d, their Preperty difencumber'd, and 
their Religion preferv d and fecur’d, unlefs the Govern- 
ment will be pleas’d to pay for their Honefty and Abi- 
ities, by beftowing fome Place, as a particular Mark of 
Favour, upon them. They think good Subjeéts are fo 
Scarce and Valuable, that all of them ought to belon 
to the Court; and that fince the Tories are appeal 
every one of their Friends has a Right to be admitted 
upon the Civil List ; and perhaps they have been oblig’d 
with a good-natur'd Expreflion from fome Lord, which 
they are ready to Interpret into a.dirett Promife. Thefe 
Men are allow'd to go on Serving, and to fwell their 
Merit as big as they can; but they are never to makea 
Party- Quarrei of it, or to plead it in Excufe for Mur- 
muring and Diffention: For then all the Publick Spirit 
goes from them in a Moment, and is fucceeded by 
Fattion, Sedition, Rebelhon, and a whole Train of 
Furies. 

There may be fome few among the Tories, who, tho’ 
well enough provided for themfelves, are perpetually 
clamouring for their Friends, and uneafy becaufe they 
are not takencare of. They try their own Weight and 
Power this way, and then fay; they have no Intereft ;
